It could not be disputed that this was a 
court of the United States, and the fact that 
the court had always maintained that right 
would justify him in continuing to enforce it 
untila higher court overrgied the practice. 
There were Other grounds upon which he 
sustained the regularity of the depositions 
as a whole. Objection bad been made to 
the depnsition of one Brand becayse 
he refused to answer “certain questions 


concerning a woman who had introduced 
him to Miss Pollard. Said that he did not 
want to ‘‘give away’’ a married woman and 
then persisted that he did not know her 
name. The Judge said that it appeared that 
instead of refusing to answer, the man did 
not know or was lying. He continued, say- 
ing that while the direct examination of 
the witnesses had brought out nothing 
derogatory tothe plaintiff. he had refused 
to answer a question whether he had 
taken liberties with her while riding. 
What object he could have had In refusing to 
answer, if the answer would have injured 
the plaintiff, the Judge could not see, since, 
from his own testimony, he was utterly 
lacking in moral sense, admitting that al- 
though he was a married man, he was accus- 
to visit houses of ill-fame. 

The Judge overruled this objection, re- 

marking that there was nothing reflecting 
upon Miss Pollard in the testimony, uniess it 
was that she had consented to associate with 
such a disreputable character as the witness 
admitted himself to be. 
The deposition ofone Kaufman was also 
admitted, butthe Judge spoke very sharply 
of these last two, saying that they were ut 
terly unfitta_ be read before the court; that 
he would gladly exclude them if he could 
and expressed the hope that the counsel 
would see fit to omit the disgracefully ob 
scene matter in them. 

He sustained the objections which had 
been made to the depositions of John 
O’Toole, Dr. Greenand Dr. Lewis, that they 
were based on hearsay.

Dr. O’Rielly an Important Witness in the 
Irish Fund Case. 

ADRAIN, Mich., March 26.—Rev. Dr. Charles 
O’Rielly, pastor of St. Mary's Catholic 
Church, and formerly Treasurer of the 
Irish National League in America, 
has received a summons from Justia 
McCarthy. leader of the Irish National party 
in the English Commons, requiring his pres- 
ence in Paris April 12.

which plenty of seals were seen. Men from 
all parts of the coast went of 
to bunt them and met with 
fair success throughout tne day.

THE PENALTIES. 

A few days afterwards Messrs. Frick and 
Hunsicker again returned and in an inter- 
view with them I informed them that the

In stating to the officers 
of the company that I should approve 
the report of Oapt. Sampson, assessing dam- 
ages at 15 per cent, I did not make any 
formal written decision and therefore did 
not consider particularly the question as to 
when damages should commence or when 
they should cease, for the reason these gen- 
tlemen indicated at the time an intention to 
appeal to the President, and the ultimate 
decision was to be bis, not mine. The ques- 
tion therefore as to the exact amount of 
damages the department would assess had 
not been decided upon when the appeal was 
taken to the President. 


BEFORE THE PRESIDERT. 

On the 20th day of December, 1893, Megsrs. 
Carnegie, Frick, Hunsicker, Knox, attorney 
ofthe company, and the Secretary of the 
Navy, appeared before the President. Mr. 


Carnegie and Mr. Fox argued the question 
involved at length. The President took the 
matter under advisement, consid- 
ered the questions at great length, 
andupona careful consideration of ali the 
the facts, decided that all tie damages 
ought not to begin until the 34 of November, 
1892, at which day our proofs of irrexulart- 
ties began, and they ought not to be assessed 
upon armor manufactured after the 16th day 
of September, 1893, the date upon which ur. 
Frick had cautioned the superintendent to 
have extra care. 

When the ultimate decision came to be 
made I called to mind and stated to the 
President that our own proof tended to show 
that the irregularities at the works ceased 
aboutthetime Mr. Frick had written his 
letter to Mr. Schwab. About this time the de- 
partment had selected, according to agree- 
ment with the informants, a@ skilled and 
trusty steel worker, who was to gotothe Car- 
negle works and be shown the trregularities 
in the work as it prowressed. Alter this 
workman had been selected and instructed 
how to proceed word came from the inform-

gie Steel and Iron Mills and their assessment 
of the damage sustained by the Government 
on account of the deficiencies in the quality 
ofthe armor which was affected by such 
irregularities. I have also exainined the 
evidence ofthe documents which form the 
basis of the Government’s claims for dam- 
ages. lam satisfied that a large portion of 
the armor supplied was not of the quality 
which would have been produced if ali pos- 
sible care and skill had been exercised in its 
construction. Iamof theopinion that un- 
der the terms of the contract between the 
Government and the company this consti- 
tuted a default entitlingthe Government to 
damages. 

It is, however, an exceedingly Aimeuit 
matter to extract from the facts developed a 
satisfactory basis for the assessment of such 
damages;and inasmuch as my decision of 
the matter is final, Iam naturally anxious to 
do justice tothe company and to avoid pre- 
sumptions against it not fully warranted. 

The award of the board, although ex- 
hibitingan honest desire o meet the case 
fairly, does not satisfy my inclination to give 
the company all reasonable benefit of the in- 
definiteness of the proofs obtained. 

It appears that the first Irregularities of 
construction were discovered about the 8d 
day of November, 1592. On the ié6th day of 
September, 1893, some intimation of such ir- 
regularities reached the managers of the 
company, and a letter is produced whereby 
one of the superintendents enjoined greater 
care in the preparation of the armor. 

am willing to assume that the faulty 
construction began on the 3d day of Novem- 
ber, 1892, and was concluded on the l6th day 
of September, 1893. On all the armor manu- 
factured forthe Government between these 
dates I think lv per cent from the price 
should be deducted. 

e amount so manufactured Is reported 
to be 2,647,947 tons, and its value $1,404,894. 
Ten per cent of this value is $140,489 and this 
amount in my opinion should bs forfelted to 
the Government.

Heis not far enough away from his 
old party of paternalism to see that the 
rootof the evil is in paternalism of all 
kinds. 

The Coxeyites are proceeding on the 
theory which the plutocrats have suc- 
cessfully utilized to the great detriment of 
the American people. They propose to 
ask special favors from the Government to 
offset the injury they are suffering by 
reason of the granting of special 
favors to others. It will readily be 
seen that this will only give another 
twist to the paternalistic cord which is 
throttling free government. If they and 
all who sympathize with them use the 
ballot to gain the special privileges 
they want the struggle at the 
polls will become merely a_ fight 
between ciasses and interests for 
the upper hand, and our republican gov- 
ernment will develop into a series of spoli- 
ations for the interests that happen to win 
the power. The advantage in the strug- 
gle will be on the side of those that have. 

The right thing for all good citizens to 
do is to combine against all paternalism, 
all privileges, all special favor legislation. 
The best that the ballot can win for 
the people is protection against 
the legislative plundering of any 
and all interests. When the people 
vote out every man who promotes 
plunder legislation in money laws or 
bounty laws, and all officials who protect 
plunderers in all the manifold methods of 
plutocratic absorption from a bounty 
grab to a railroad or trust swindle, the 
fight for the people who are now feeling 
the pinch of paternalistic injustice will be 


won.

How does 
Bereana Know that through the teachings of 
Voltaire, Paine, et al., many millions have 
been deceived to their utter destruction?’’ 
Their utter destruction means, of course, 
that God has sent them to hell for their false 
beilef. How does Bereana know this? 
Voltaire and Payne were not ‘‘opposers of 
Christianity (not churchianity),’’ as Bereana 
asserts, but the very reverse. he church ts 
the opposer of Christianity and the nullifier 
of the scriptures. Christ taught equality of 
worldly possessions, morality of life, caarity, 
brotherly love, the golden rule, self-denial— 
go sell that thou hast and give to the poor’’ 
was bis answer tothe question, What shall 
1 do to be saved?“ The church, in opposition 
to this, teaches faith-bellef—ritualistic ob- 
servance—as the gateways to heaven, leav- 
ing the question of a good or bad life led,to be 
settled by timely repentance and confession. 
The church encourages wealth and the self- 
ishness that accumulates it, because the 
church promfts by it. Ifthe accumulating of 
wealth (expressly forbidden by Christ) in- 
volves inequality of possessions, poverty and 
crime, hatred instead of e struggle 
and war in place of the golden rule, so much 
the worse, the church cannot afford to be 
Christian and lose its pomp and Its power. 
Just after Christ's death the Apostles 
founded in Jerusalem a Christian church 
based on the teachings of Christ. (See Acts 
2, 44—47; 4, 32—87; 8, 1—11.) Later came Paul 
with his ambition of world conquest. Unrist’s 
teachings were forgotten. War was declared 
against the names and forms of heatbenism 
—not against heathenism itself—and a new 
heathen hierarchy, having nothing of Christ 
in it, took the place of the old and effete 
systems of mythology. The martyrs were 
merely victims to their opposition at once 
to mythology and their unfaithfulness to 
Christ.

Plan to Have Union Avenue Cut Through 
to Calvary Cemetery.

own the tract of land north of Natural 
Bridge road to Hrown avenue will give the 
city ground forthe boulevard, and that the 
owners from the Bircher road to Calvary 
will be as liberal. There is one strip 
of about 500 feet, which lies between Brown 
avenue and the Bircher road, the owner of 
which opposes the opening of Union avenue, 

as it will cut his land in two.

Two moro arrests have been made. in on- 
nection with Wat is known as the Mekeel 
stamp case. - Yesterday Postmastef Charlies 
E. Kyle of Bolton, III., was arrested, charged 
with receiving bribes, and ‘this morning G. 
E. Goodsell, stenographer for Mr. Mekeel, 
was taken into custody, charged with con- 
spiracy to bribe the Postmaster. 

It will be remembered that warrants 
were issued against C. H. Mekeel of the 
frm of Mekeel Stamp and Printing Co. 
and H. L. Scott, an employe 
of the firm, charging them with 
bribing Postmaster Baker of Shrewsbury, 
Mo., who is also under arrest, to cancel 
stamps for them. The scheme which they 
are alleged to have worked was to get fourth- 
Class postmasters to cancel Columbian 
stamps of large denominations for them. 
Fourth-class postmasters are paid accord ; 
ing toa percentage on the face value of all 
stamps canceled in their office, which at 
times amounts to 100 per cent of their face 


value. 
WHAT THE SOHBME WAS. 

The men arrested are alleged to have made 
anagreement with several postmasters to 
cancel such stamps and to return them as a 
reward for putting so much extra business in 
their way half of such commission: For in- 
stance Mekeel is alleged to have sent several 
packages Dearing $ and other large stamps, 
through Postmaster Baker’s office, on which 
he drew $5 from the Government merely for 
canceling them. This $5 was halved with 
Mekeel, making the stamp actually cost him 
$2.50, while the Postmaster netted $2.50 which 
would not otherwise have been included in 
his business. Stamps of the Columbian issue, 
when canceled nicely, are at present worth a 
premium on their face value to collectors. 

Young Goodsell, whois not more than 19 
years old, as typewriter for the firm 
learned the particulars of the scheme and 
saw in it an opportunity toearn a few dollars 
on his on account. He is said to have gone 
to work and sent a number of letters 
to various fourth-class postmasters offering 
to place so much extra business of canceling 
stamps intheir way providing they would 
return him about 66% per centof the com- 
mission they received from the Government 
of 100 percent of the value of stamps 
canceled by them. These letters were 

osted at Station C, and A some chance fell 

nto the hands of Post-o ce Inspector Wil- 
Hams, who at once informed [nspector-in- 
charge Joe P. Jonnson 

Postmaster Kyle of Bolton, III., received 
one of the letters. According to his own 
confess! made yesterday to Inspector 
Williams, who arrested him, he bit at the 
bait and madea bargain with Goodsell by 
which the latter was to post a pack- 
age bearing two $ stamps and was 
to be paid $7 by the . — in considera · 
tion tbereof. By this means the postmaster 
would make an extra $10 salary out of which 
he would make ae net profit of $3. Goodsell 
would thep get his two $5 stamps for $3 and 
when canceled would be able to sell them 
for perhaps $12 or more. 

The package was dely posted, but In- 

tor Joe P. Johnson accompanied the 
mail-carrier who made the delivery, and 
took the package away from him as soon as it 
was handed to He was not placed 
under arrest at once, as it was at 
first thought that he was acting as agent for 
the firm, but later it was found that he had 
been working independently, and he was 
taken into custody. Pos ster Kyle is 
believed to have been the only one who had 
gone into the plan with him. 

GOODSELL ARRAIGNED. 

This morning Goodsell was arraigned be- 
fore United States Oommuissioner Orawford 
on a charge of conspiracy to bribe a post- 
master. His case a continued un- 
til next meri 4 $500 bonds. 
Kyle was arreste . , and was 
taken to Uhicago, that office having 
jurisdiction of his case, where he will be 
given a hearing before the United states 
Commissioner there this morning. 

Mr. Mageel has not yet left New York, the 
death aud funeral of a relative having de- 
layed him.

Senator Alfred Holt Colquitt of Atlanta was | 
born in Walton County, Ga., the son of the 
Rev. Walter T. Colquitt, an eminent minister 
in his day, April 20, 1824. He was ans, 
from Princegon College in the class of 1844, 
and admitted to the bar in 1645. During the 
Mexican war he served as a staff officer with (com 
the rank of Major. He was a member of the 
Georgia Legislature in 1850 and was elected to 
the House of Representatives in the 
Thirty-thiry Congress. He was a 
member of the Secession Committee 
of the State of Georgia and later entered the 
Confederate service as Captain and was soon 
promoted to be Colonel of the 6th Georgia In- 
fantry. Laterhe served as Brigadier-Gen- 
eral and was commissioned as Major-General, 
He was elected Governor of Georgia in 1876, 
served four years and was re-elected under 
the new constitution fortwo years. At the 
expiration of his term as Governor he was 
elected to the United States Senate for the 
term commencing March 4, 19888, and was re- 
elected in 1888; his term of service|would have 
expired March 3, 1898. 

Senator Colquitt was stricken with paraly- 
sis in July, 1892, and since that time has been 
unable to walk without assistance, He has 
been able, however, to continue in a large 
degree his attendance on his Senate duties. 
He has been wheeled in and out of the Senate 
chamber in an invalid chair, has attended 
meetings of committees of which he was a 
member, but has not made a speech or deen 
able to take any active part in debate on the 
Senate floor. He has voted on all im- 
portant occasions, and during the prolonged 
silver struggle during the recent extra ses- 
sion was daily in his place. He was even 


wheeled intothe chamber several times to 
help keep a quorum during the nights when 
the Senate sat in continuous session 

The Senator has been, even.in his enfeeblea 
condition, active in looking after the inter- 
ests of bis constituents about the Govern- 
ment departments and bureaus, although he 
had to be taken there in his wheel chair by 
the attendants. His seat in the Senate was 
the one on the Democratic side nearest the 
Vice-President’s chair, at the foot of the

The 
buds were not sufficiently open, it is claimed 
by those who have investigated the matter, 
to allow them to freeze. Reports from all of 
the Burlington system are to the effect that 
the freezing weather is general throughout 
this part of the country.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 26.—The straw- 
berry crop in Tennessee was entirely killed 
by last night’s freeze. Considerable atten-

Vegetation was much advanced 
and the damage is greater for that reason.
